£0.00  IKSFSOTIOH..  So  regular  slaughtering  took  place  in  this  area 
during  the  year,  but  regular  visits  have  been  made  to  Butchers  shops 
gid  food  stores*  The  following  articles  of  food  were  condemned  3- 

113  tins  of  mixed  food  stuffs  (baked  beans  etc). 

53  tins  of  apples,  plums  and  tomato s. 

30  lbs  of  corned  beef.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  qrdsr.  During  the  year,  342  visits  were  Bade  to 
milk  producers  and  dairy  premises.  21  verbal  notices  and  32  written 
notices  were  served  on  occupiers  for  contraventions  in  reepeot  of 
cleanliness,  lime  washing  eto.  Subsequent  reinspections  showed 
that  all  these  contraventions  received  attention. 

10  cow  sheds  were  improved  or  re-contructed  to  the  standard  required 
for  accredited  milk  production. 

30  bacteriological  milk  samples  for  cleanliness  were  taken,  of  these, 

9  were  unsatisfactory.  In  these  cases,  the  premises  were  visited 
and  kept  under  observation  until  the  eanse  of  the  trouble  was  located. 
In  a  few  oases  it  was  found  that  the  producer  was  "wot"  milking. 

17  samples  of  school  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Council  from 
producers  in  this  area.  Of  these,  15  cere  satisfactory. 

dOUaiixa  AOXb.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  in  the  building 
industry  and  the  difficulty  of  getting  work  executed,  notices 
requiring  owners  to  exeoute  works  at  dwelling  houses  were  confined 
as  much  as  possible  to  urgent  and  neoessary  repairs.

20  new  drainage  systems  were  installed.  These  were  tested  with  water. 

IgfKIT  smo£  WORKS.  During  the  year,  an  additional  sludge  lagoon 
was  constructed  at  the  CQ.ee ve  Lane  Works. 

SUPPLY.  A  new  borehole  was  sunk  at  Fishpools  Village,  Kempley, 
to  supply  this  Hamlet  as  the  existing  supply  -  a  shallow  catch  pit¬ 
tas  polluted.  The  bacteriologists  report  on  this  water  is  given 
below:

11  water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year#.  Of  these,  8  were 
unsatisfactory.  Of  the  3  satisfactory  samples,  2  were  of  new 
boreholes  and  1  an  existing  well.  Of  the  8  unsatisfactory  samples, 
1  well  was  closed  for  use,  and  in  6  other  cases,  work  was  carried 
out  to  remedy  the  pollution.  The  remaining  sample  was  taken  from 
the  well  at  Dymook  0.  of  E.  School.  This  was  referred  to  the 
Oounty  Council  for  their  attention.

4-.^  JELflMMtt*  State  #f  tatef  site  &u»  PewtM  Ite  been  WteL^ 
to  flooding  through  the  over  flowing  of  Kewent  brook,  sometimes 
called  Poaoocks  Brook.  To  remedy  this,  the  oill  of  a  short  culvert 
was  lowered  18*  and  the  had  of  the  brodk  re-graded  for  300  yards. 

From  observations  made  during  the  heavy  rain  fall  of  January,  1943# 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  carrying  out  of  this  work  prevented 
flooding  of  the  Town. 

RIVERS  POLLUTION  ( PREVKKTIQN )  APT.  It  was  found  that  pollution  from 
the  Hswent  Oas  Works  was  entering  a  small  brook.  This  was  remedied 
by  all  waste  liquor  being  consumed  in  the  boiler  plant. 

O&RAVAIi  site  a.  1  small  caravan  si  te  was  provided  with  the 
necessary  water  supply,  convenience  etc.,  and  licensed  under  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  act,  1936.
